$17, librarian $15, and incidentals) is 
met by an income of $14 from monthly 
subscriptions and donatious in lump 
sums averaging $8 a month since May. 
Thus, with no r.l'.owauce for purchases 
of new books or magazines, the insti- 
tution is running behind about $13 a 
month. 


WHICH ONE INTKKKSTS You?—As 


the work of the library naturally falls 
into two divisions we appeal for help 
on two grounds: (1) For the reading 
room. The value of this work is too 
well recognized to need amplification 
in this letter. For its support we ap- 
peal to philanthropic citizens who may 
never make use of it for themselves.

The Manufacture of Artificial Ice. 


The A. H. Barber Manufactur- 


ing1 Company, of Chicago, have 
this week completed the instal- 
lation of an ice plant, with a 
capacity of over one ton per day 
for Madison & Kendall, the enter- 
prising- and progressive proprie- 
tors of the Covina Moat Market. 


The 
entire 
plant 
has 
been 


erected in a liltle less time than 
two weeks under the supervision 
of M. W. Stringer, the western 
manager for these well 
known 


and successful manufacturers of 
Ice and Refrigerating machinery.

Ironing Without Sprinkling 


It sometimes happens that we need a 


starched garment on short notice, and 
it will be convenient to know that it 
can be ironed by simple means at once. 
A cloth may bo wet and wrung out 
quite dry, place this over tho garment 
to bo ironed, press the iron over it, 
and remove the damp cloth, this will 
moisten the material snlliicently for 
perfect work. Press swiftly until dry, 
and you will have a gown or apron, or 
whatever it may be, riiore smoothly 
done, 
and 
far 
stiffor than 
when 


sprinkled and folded 
for two hours. 


Sometimes very nice work can be doni: 
by simplj rubbing tho damp cloth over 
the garment to ho ironed and so press 
ing it, but for nice starched dresses or 
aprons, etc., the damp cloth laid over 
the material w i l l insure a very smooth 
surface. 


Pillow shams may be ironed 


nicely thus. 
It is difficult to get them 


fiull'ciently stiff, 
and by Jthis method 


they 
w i l l he nearly as stiff aizain as 


though they had lain sprinkled 
enough to insure a smooth and even 
dampness. There is no better way 
iron fine pieces 
embroidered table 


linen, doilies done in colored silks, 
etc., 
after 
tiiete. .'nive become dry, 


though it is better to iron suel. tilings 
while still damp enough to insure 
smooth ironing.—P.ose Seelye—Miller 
in Ohio Farmer.
